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MAJOR changes to the way healthcare is 
provided in Bridport will be discussed by sen¬ 
ior clinicians today, as plans to restructure 
NHS services take shape. 

Leading healthcare commissioners say “doing noth¬ 
ing is not an option”, with sweeping changes to local 
services in the pipeline. 

Senior GPs from the Dorset Clinical Commissioning 
Group’s (CCG) governing body will meet today 
(Wednesday) to consider new proposals for the future 
of key NHS services. 

Members will consider a “vision” for healthcare in 
Dorset, including proposals on how the NHS can meet 
the challenges of the future. 

The proposals outline ways to improve GP and pri¬ 
mary care services for patients, with more care pro¬ 
vided away from hospital settings and closer to 
people’s homes. 

They also aim to help staff work more effectively to¬ 
gether, while improving access to GP services. 

Under the proposals, new health ‘hubs’ could be cre¬ 
ated for patients to see a range of professionals, includ¬ 
ing pharmacists and dentists. 

The ‘hubs’ could also provide other types of treat¬ 
ment, such as physiotherapy, blood tests and minor op¬ 
erations. If approved, the plans will be put to patients 
in Bridport during a consultation period this summer. 

Although no firm proposals have yet been published, 
councillors and campaigners have already expressed 
alarm about the possibility of local services being cut 
or sold off to private providers. 

In March, Bridport councillor Dave Rickard said he 
was concerned that the review would open up the NHS 
in Dorset to “privatisation by the back door”. 

And in April, Chris East, a spokesman for the Dorset 
Health Campaign, told a meeting in Bridport: “Almost 
without the public noticing, the health service as we 
know it is being replaced by a system modelled on the 
US, in which care is delivered by profit-maximising 
companies.” 

The CCG has insisted that this is not the case, and 
warns that urgent action is needed to change the way 
care is delivered. 

Dr Forbes Watson, chair of the Dorset CCG, said: 
“Our local services must work better together to meet 
our patients’ needs and quality standards within avail- 
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able funds. 

Doing nothing

growing and 
ageing population.” 

In its ‘The Need to Change’ document, published in 
January, the CCG reported a predicted shortfall of up 
to £200million over the next five years, with mounting 
pressure to tackle a “growing financial challenge”. 

The CCG’s review was launched in October and 
more than 300 NHS staff have since contributed to the 
project. 

Members of the GP-led organisation’s governing 
body are expected to approve the proposals at today’s 
meeting, before a full public consultation in the sum¬ 
mer. Final decisions about the future of healthcare in 
Dorset will be made in spring 2016. 

Dr Watson added: “As the GPs responsible for decid¬ 
ing on the care that is provided in Dorset, we have 
worked hard since October 2014 to identify solutions 
to our challenges. 

“These are based firmly on national and international 
evidence and good practice, and will enable us to or¬ 
ganise our services more effectively and efficiently to 
improve care for the people of Dorset. 

“The proposals have been led by local clinicians, and 
their discussions and ideas shared at every stage with 
NHS staff, patients, carers and members of the public. 
We look forward to hearing the views of local people 
during the consultation later this summer.” 





■ DR Forbes Watson: "Doing 
nothing is not an option" 
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JANET Barratt-Pearce from Lyme Regis has just returned from a 'trip of 
lifetime'trekking along the Great Wall of China in aid of Marie Curie Can¬ 
cer Care. 

Originally from Islington in London, Janet first moved to Lyme in the 
1990s and her children attended the Woodroffe School. She then moved 
back to London for a period and became a foster carer before moving 
back to Lyme about seven years ago. 


■ WHY did you want to hike along the Great Wall of China? 

I decided to take part after seeing it advertised on a promotional leaflet while 
my mum, Rita Bryans, was staying at the Marie Curie Hospice in Hampstead, 
London, before she died last April. She said she would have loved to do it so I 
decided to do it for her. 

■ WHAT did the trek entail? 

I left on May 8th for London and then flew to Beijing on May 9th with a group 
of 25 who were doing the same trip and two guides from Marie Curie. We 
trekked from Monday to Friday. 

It wasn't so much about distance but heights. We went 1,600 feet up on the 
Monday and 2,500 feet on the Tuesday. The wall was like rubble so the terrain 
was really hard, it was exhausting. It was quite frightening and lots of people 
had blisters and foot problems but I was quite lucky. 

We walked solidly for four hours and then had lunch before setting off again. 
Every night we would have to come down a really steep incline off the wall, 
which was really hard terrain and really hard on the knees, and then we had to 
walkto our camp 

■ WHERE did you stay? 

We stayed in three different camp sites along the way with local Chinese people 
and lots of them were very poor. It was very bare and basic. I was quite out of 
my comfort zone and it was a real eye opener. It wasn't your regular tourist trail, 
real Bear Grylls sort of thing! 

There were no showers at the camps so one day a group of us got a lift to a 
communal shower because we couldn't bare it anymore! Dinner was mainly 
boiled rice and vegetables and lunch was bread and fruit. 

■ DID you enjoy visiting China? 

It was a once in a lifetime trip. The landscape was beautiful on the wall. It was 
a sheer drop either side but it was magnificent. If anyone says they can't do 
anything I don't believe them, you can do anything 
if you set your mind to it. 

Our guides were fantastic and I will never forget 
them, and I've become really good friends with the 
group that did it, we will all keep in touch. 

When we had finished we stayed in a hotel in Bei¬ 
jing and went to a peking duck restaurant and it was 
the most delicious meal I had ever had. We also got 
to see Chinese acrobats and visitTiananmen Square. 

I would like to go back to Beijing as a tourist. 



■ HOW much did you raise? 

I have raised £3,400 for Marie Curie Cancer Care but 
people can still sponsor me online at www.justgiv- 
ing.com/Janet-Barratt-Pearce/. Our whole group has 
raised £90,000 so far and we think we can make that 
up to £100,000. 

When I was there I wrote a letter to my mum and I 
managed to hide it in the stonework of the wall, 
which was really nice for me to be able to do. I would 
like to thank all those who have supported me and 
donated, and all the local shops that have had col¬ 
lection boxes for me.

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New warning after difftop crack discovery 


VISITORS to West Bay have been warned to steer 
clear of a potential clanger zone on the clifftops, 
after a huge crack was discovered close to one of 
the coastal paths. 

Coastguards have moved quickly to cordon off 
the area, after the crack was spotted at the top 
of Watton Cliff, above the eastern part of Eype 
Beach, on Friday. 

Photographer Doug Chalk, who came across 
the crack while walking along the coastline, said 
it looked as though the side of the cliff could col¬ 
lapse "at any moment". 

Only a matter of feet from the cliff edge, the 
crack stretches for between 30 and 50 yards and 
is around two feet across. 

Warning signs and a rope have been placed 
around the area, and the cliff path has been di¬ 
verted away from the edge. 

Mr Chalk, a freelance photographer from Brid- 
port, found the crack when he was taking pic¬ 
tures of paragliders near the coast on Friday. 

Although coastal experts have been quick to 
reassure visitors that the esplanade itself is not 
at risk, Mr Chalk said the whole beach should be 
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closed to protect visitors from the impact of any 
collapse. 

"There is a few hundred tonnes of rubble sitting 
there that could come down at any moment", he 
told View from Bridport. 

"The people at the top are pretty safe and the 
coastguards are aware of it. But it's the people 
underneath that are in danger." 

Mr Chalk spotted the crack towards the west 
end of the esplanade, near the beach leading up 
towards Eype. 

His discovery came soon after Bridport Flarbour 
had reported that the cliffs between West Bay 
and Eype were "very unstable", and that beach- 
goers should avoid the base of the cliff. 

After posting a picture of the crack on his social 
media page last week, Mr Chalk received a flood 
of messages, and the image was shared over 
2,000 times in a matter of days. 


Fie said he wanted as many people as possible 
to be aware of the danger, in order to prevent a 
disastrous accident. 

"It is people's safety that has to be the main 
concern," he said. 

"They should be closing the whole beach - it 
really is that dangerous". 

A spokesman for the Jurassic Coast World Her¬ 
itage Team said natural processes of coastal ero¬ 
sion would have caused the crack to emerge. 

The team has warned people to stay away from 
the cliff edges, but says the esplanade below the 
cliff is not at risk. 

"The crack in the edge of Watton Cliff is above 
the eastern part of Eype Beach - there is no 
threat to West Bay esplanade as stated in previ¬ 
ous reports", said the spokesman. 

"A team from Dorset County Council Country¬ 
side Service is currently on site assessing the sit¬ 
uation. They will install any temporary warning 
signs as necessary. 

"The crack will have come about through the 
natural processes of erosion - the very reason 
why we have this beautiful coastline in the first 


Tributes paid to A37 crash victim 


TRIBUTES have been paid to an 80- 
year-old woman from Marshwood 
who tragically died in a car crash last 
week. 

Sheila Staples, pictured, who was 
remembered as a'daughter of Dorset' 
having spent almost all her life in the 
area, was in the front passenger seat 
of her car when it collided with a sin¬ 
gle-decker coach on the A37. 

Mrs Staples was pronounced dead 
at the scene, as emergency teams ar¬ 
rived at the Flolywell Cross junction 
where the fatal crash happened last 
Wednesday (May 13th). 


The driver of the car, an 83-year-old 
man from Bridport, sustained slight 



injuries and was taken to Dorset 
County Hospital in Dorchester. 

Mrs Staples, who lived in 
Birdsmoorgate, near Marshwood, 
was survived by her husband of 58 
years, Clifford, and their extended 
family. 

The crash happened at around 
12noon last Wednesday, as the 
coach, a silver Volvo single-decker 
coach, and the car, a grey Mitsubishi, 
joined the A37 from Flolywell. 

It is not yet clear what caused the 
accident, but police teams are con¬ 
tinuing to investigate the crash. 



Unexpected boost for Friends 
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BRIDPORT Hospital’s

A HISTORIC fireman’s helmet 
has been donated to Bridport 
Museum and will be on show for 
all to see at Highlands End Holi¬ 
day Park in Eype. 

Burton Bradstock resident, 92- 
year-old Wilfred James Edwards, 
donated the 120-year-old helmet 
to Bridport Museum, as he 
wanted to see it stay in the town.

And Bridport Museum has 
loaned the helmet to Martin Cox 
at Highlands End Holiday Park, 
Eype, who houses what is be¬ 
lieved to be the largest private 
collection of fire service memo¬ 
rabilia in the UK, and also holds 
the museum’s Merry weather fire 
engine. 

Wilfred James Edwards said: 
“My auntie Dorothy had it after 
it was passed down by my great¬ 
grandfather and always promised 
it to me. 

“It was always hung up in my 
great grandfather’s house in 
South Street and my auntie’s 
house in Orchard Avenue. 

“I didn’t want it to leave Brid¬ 
port and didn’t want to sell it so I 
donated it to Bridport Museum 
and it is being held with Martin’s 
collection. 

“It is nice to have it where peo¬ 


ple can admire it and for it to be 
with a nice collection.” 

Judith Cabbie, collections man¬ 
ager at Bridport Museum, be¬ 
lieves this is the best place for it, 
to be fully appreciated by those 
who have a real interest in the 
fire service. 

She said: “What is lovely is that 
not only has the helmet been re¬ 
united with the Merryweather 
fire engine, but also the family 
connection is really moving. 

“It is really lovely it is up here 
and can be seen as the museum 
has so much that it wouldn’t be 


on display all the time, but here 
it is seen by people with an inter¬ 
est in it. 

“We are really grateful to Mar¬ 
tin for housing the helmet and the 
Merryweather.” 

The helmet will be on show in 
the bar and restaurant at High¬ 
lands End Holiday Park along 
with the rest of Mr Cox’s collec¬ 
tion. 

Martin Cox, managing director 
of West Dorset Leisure Holidays, 
said: “It is nice to have the hel¬ 
met with the Merryweather fire 
engine where it belongs.”

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Memorial unveiled to mark 
crucial part Dorset Regiment 
played in Battle of Kohima 


A PERMANENT memorial to the courage of the 
men from the 2nd Dorsets, who lost 330 casual¬ 
ties during the Battle of Kohima, has been un¬ 
veiled at County Hall in Dorchester. 

The unveiling took place on the 71st anniver¬ 
sary of the climax of the battle-fought between 
April and June 1944 in the remote Naga Hills in 
India. It was a turning point in the Second World 
War, which halted the Japanese advance and 
turned defeat into victory. The Dorsets' part in 
that was crucial. 

The Battle of Kohima may not be familiar to 
everyone, but the Kohima Epitaph - inscribed on 
the memorial at the site of the battle - is one reg¬ 
ularly head at Remembrance events across the 
country - "When you go home, tell them of us 
and say, For your tomorrow, we gave our today." 

At the service of commemoration the Exhorta¬ 
tion was read by Major General Tony Jeapes, for¬ 
mer Dorset, whose wife Jenny is the daughter of 
Lieutenant Colonel Geoffrey White, who was Sec¬ 
ond in Command of the Battalion at Kohima. 

He said: "It was one of the major battles of the 
Second World War although many people don't 
know about it. While the war in Europe was 


being finished, this war was being continued, fe¬ 
rociously. 

"This was a magnificent battle won largely by 
the grit of the Dorsets. Kohima was the furthest 
into the west that the Japanese ever got, after 
that it was withdrawal and defeat. 

"It was the turning point of the war in the Far 
East and the Dorsets made it possible. Certainly 
it deserves to be remembered." 

Mrs Jeapes said her father would have been ab¬ 
solutely delighted about the new stone in Dorch¬ 
ester. 

"He was a military historian and had a lot to do 
with restarting the Keep Military Museum," she 
said. 

"He ran it for a couple of years. It was important 
to him that military history was remembered. 

"I hope Dorset people will visit the new Kohima 
Memorial stone as well as the Keep Military Mu¬ 
seum." 

A book about the Dorsets'story in WWII, includ¬ 
ing the role they played in the Battle of Kohima, 
is available from the Keep Military Museum. It is 
entitled "They Couldn't Have Done Better" by 
Christopher Jary.

A DORSET author has launched his 
new book to coincide with the 70th 
anniversary of VE Day, writes Lottie 
Welch. 

Stephen R A'Barrow was signing 
copies of Death of a Nation: A New 
History of Germany on Saturday, May 
9th, in the Bridport branch of Water- 
stones. 

The book documents the history of 
Germany from 105 BC to the present 
day, opening with the battles of the 
Roman Empire in the first century, 
providing an accurate account of 
German and European history. 

Mr A'Barrow said: "A lot of history 
that is written is what I like to call 
warm glow history, which makes 
readers feel good about being part 
of a national country and my book 
inspires people's emotions and 
makes them think differently. 

"I have covered 2,000 years of his¬ 
tory and I find it frustrating as of 
course we should celebrate Britain

Dynamism of a Coupe with the toughness of an SUV 



ALL new HR-V combines dynamism of a 
Coupe with the toughness of an SUV: Project 
Leader Masaki Kobayashi gives an insight 
into the creation of a unique Crossover. 

'We didn't want to just create a downsized 
SUV,'he explains.'Honda already has the CR- 
V, which combines the virtues of an SUV and 
a lighter, more nimble conventional car, so 
the HR-V needed to offer something differ¬ 
ent. The development team set a goal to cre¬ 
ate a new value or theme from the very start 
of the project.' 

That new theme was to combine the ele¬ 
gance and fluidity of a Coupe with the utility 
and strength of an SUV.'Combining high eye- 
point and toughness - core values of SUV - 
with a new level of emotion was the key,' 


Kobayashi says.'So we came up with an ex¬ 
terior concept encapsulated by"Emotionality 
and Toughness" and an interior concept 
called "Personal Cockpit and Expansiveness". 
We wanted to fuse apparently conflicting val¬ 
ues to create something fresh.' 

This approach was tailored around a dy¬ 
namic and demanding buyer profile. 
Kobayashi and his team targeted'active peo¬ 
ple who enjoy both their work and home life. 
These people have a high sense of the bal¬ 
ance between fashion and practicality.' 
Achieving that balance in the HR-V was a 
challenge. 'It was very difficult to create the 
desired interior space, ease of use and sheer 
capaciousness hand-in-hand with dynamic 
and emotional design,' Kobayashi begins. 


'However, the process is relatively simple: 
Package designers take charge of determin¬ 
ing the space and layout of the vehicle and 
set hard points. From there the exterior and 
interior designers take over to bring the con¬ 
cept to life within those hard points.' 

If the theory is simple the intense period of 
melding a dynamic but versatile interior with 
an aerodynamically efficient, exciting and in¬ 
nately tough profile is hugely demanding.'Of 
course it's not so straightforward in reality!' 
Kobayashi says with a smile.'The designers 
and engineers discuss everything on a mil¬ 
limetre level... You might even call them ar¬ 
guments! But by having these open 
discussions the project can really take shape.' 

Once this conceptual phase is complete 
the job of modeling the HR-V begins. 'We 
spent the longest time on this process,' says 
Kobayashi.'Designing, modeling and then 
repeating the verification using full-scale 
models to get a real sense of how the HR-V 
would look out on the road. This is where the 
design starts to come to life and we can ex¬ 
periment with shapes and forms that still let 
the interior space breathe but also create a 
tension and fluidity in the design.' 

The cohesiveness of the HR-V design is a 
testament to that intense and highly-de¬ 
tailed process and something of which 
Kobayashi is proud.'Fusion of a cabin shape 
with good aerodynamics and a strong lower 
body became the basis of HR-V's dynamic 
form,'he begins,'and what's satisfying is that 
we were able to create a product with no 
compromise in terms of size, function and 
design.'That means an interior packed with 


functionality but also a sense of personal 
space and fun.'The driving position is very 
much like a Coupe and engenders a sense of 
agility and dynamism, yet because the archi¬ 
tecture features a central fuel tank layout and 
elements like the Magic Seats the HR-V offers 
masses of space for passengers and great 
flexibility. This combination gave the design 
team a great deal of satisfaction.' 

'For the exterior we are very pleased with 
its dynamic shape, the high quality of the 
surfaces and the intricate but seamless de¬ 
tailing,' says Kobayashi. 'I can say that when 
the whole team first saw the prototype vehi¬ 
cle together, we felt proud and special that 
we were able to realise our targets with this 
new car. I believe that the HR-V possesses the 


elegance to look attractive in any scene and 
yet a sense of toughness at the same time. 
And my determination to make it look like a 
real 'driver's car'was achieved.' 

The all-new HR-V is a product borne of the 
determination to offer something fresh and 
innovative but with the real lives of real peo¬ 
ple and families at its core. Honda offers a 
unique environment in which to create new 
products.'Honda is a place where we use our 
will to create new values without being 
bound by the past,'explains Kobayashi.'That 
is our driving force. From a creator's perspec¬ 
tive it is an interesting and stimulating envi¬ 
ronment. That sense of moving forward and 
also listening to the users who live with our 
products around the world is very exciting.'

Brake Backs Police Federation 
Plea For Lower Drink Drive Limit 


BRAKE backs Police Federa¬ 
tion plea for lower drink drive 
limit and calls for greater pri¬ 
ority for life-saving roads 
policing 

Brake, the road safety char¬ 
ity, has given its strong back¬ 
ing to calls made today (19 
May 2015) by the Police Fed¬ 
eration - the staff association 
for all police constables, ser¬ 
geants and inspectors in Eng¬ 
land and Wales - for a lower 
drink drive limit, following ev¬ 
idence from Scotland that the 
lower limit introduced there 
last year has led to a marked 
reduction in drink driving 
rates. 

The call is being made at 
the Police Federation's annual 
conference, being held in 
Bournemouth this week. The 
Police Federation is also high¬ 
lighting what it calls the "un¬ 
precedented cuts"suffered by 
roads policing units in the last 
five years, leaving them un¬ 
able to properly enforce life¬ 
saving road safety laws [2]. 

Julie Townsend, deputy 
chief executive, Brake, the 
road safety charity, said: 
"Brake agrees with the Police 
Federation that the UK drink 
drive limit - one of the high¬ 


est in Europe - needs to be 
lowered. We would like to see 
an effective zero-tolerance 
limit of 20mg alcohol per 
100ml blood. This would 
make it clear that even small 
amounts of alcohol affect 
your ability to drive safely, 
and end the widespread con¬ 
fusion over whether it's safe 
and acceptable to have one 
or two drinks 
and drive. Re¬ 
search is clear 
that even very 
small amounts 
of alcohol im¬ 
pair, hence it 
should always 
be'none for the 
road' - not a 
drop. 

"Brake also 
echoes the Po¬ 
lice Federation's 
concern over 
the severe cuts 
that have been 
made to roads 
policing in re¬ 
cent years, 

which have 

been dispro- 
portionally 
heavier than 
cuts to other 


areas of policing. Given that 
enhanced traffic policing of¬ 
fers a huge return on invest¬ 
ment and a way to avert 
needless casualties and suf¬ 
fering, this makes no rational, 
moral or economic sense. 
Brake urges the government 
to make traffic policing a na¬ 
tional priority and give offi¬ 
cers the backing and 


resources they need to do 
their job."
